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‘Ridiculous’ moves to 
re-trial Park and Ride 



TRAFFIC congestion 
will continue to 
blight Ely if a Park 
and Ride scheme is 
given the chop. 

That’s the message 
from concerned East 
Cambridgeshire Lib¬ 
eral Democrats who 
say the beleaguered 
Angel Drove Park and 
Ride service should be 
given another chance. 

It was announced in Nov¬ 
ember that the service 
would be axed as not enough 
people were using it. The £1 
million car park was opened 
in December 2007 but, on 
average, less than 40 people a 
week had been using its Sat¬ 
urday bus service. 

Vouchers which allowed 
shoppers to claim the £2.50 
parking charge as a refund 
in city shops after their trip 
were used just twice during 
the 11-month period. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s transport 
bosses have since scrapped 
the voucher scheme and 
made parking free on Sat¬ 
urdays and there are no 
plans to re-new the Park and 
Ride scheme’s contract when 
it expires in June. 

But the Lib Dems claim 
the service could be succ¬ 
essful, if teamed with good 
signage, free parking on a 
Saturday and pick ups from 
the Angel Drove car park 
instead of Tesco. 

Party members are calling 
for a nine-month re-trial of 
the scheme from June. 
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Haddenham Cllr Gareth 
Wilson, leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Lib Dem 
group, said: “We have to take 
action to rid Ely’s city centre 
of cars. 

“This Park and Ride 
scheme has not been given a 
fair chance and there is 
money available to find out 
whether it could work and 
prove a long-term solution. 

“A really effective Park 
and Ride scheme, which 
would keep cars out of the 
city centre and direct shopp¬ 
ers to the centre’s shops 
instead of Tesco, would be a 
useful way for the city’s 
businesses to grow.” 

The other Park and Ride 
scheme in Ely from the City 
of Ely Community College, 
continues to be well-used, 
with around 250 customers 
each week. 

But Cllr Fred Brown, 
leader of the council, said it 
would be “ridiculous” to re¬ 
trial a “poorly used” service. 

He said: “We have already 
seen that the Angel Drove 
Park and Ride scheme was a 
waste of money 

“We owe it to the public to 
use our financial resources 
in the best possible way 

“In these economic times, 
the emphasis should be on 
enhancing already success¬ 
ful projects, such as the Park 
and Ride service from the 
college, not frittering it away 
on something that never did, 
and never will, cut the 
mustard.”

BIRD lovers - and birds themselves - 
are taking full advantage of a new 
wildlife habitat near Ely. 

Hoards of nature enthusiasts flocked 
to Lady Fen - the massive 38-hectare 
extension to the Welney wetlands 
reserve - when it opened to the public 
on Tuesday. 

The habitat, a project overseen by the 
Environment Agency (EA) and the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust (WWT), 
has already attracted hundreds of 
birds, including golden plover and 
wigeon. 

Leigh Marshall, the WWT’s reserve 
manager at Welney, said: “Lady Fen 
has already attracted hundreds of 
birds and other wildlife - even before it 


officially opened to the public there 
were creatures busily making the most 
of their new habitat. 

“We are delighted that our partnership 
with the EA has worked so well in 
providing this extra space for wildlife 
and we now look forward to 
welcoming the public.” 

The EA purchased Lady Fen farm to 
compensate for the essential flood 
defence work it had to carry out on the 
middle level barrier bank of the Ouse 
Washes from 2001-2005. 

The bank eroded over time and new 
concrete panels had to be installed 
along some of the stretches to stabilise 
it and prevent local communities being 
flooded. 


As a result, some of the grazing land 
for birds spending the winter on the 
reserve was lost. 

The EA and WWT have worked to 
transform the farmland into wet 
grassland by digging a system of 
channels and ditches. The area was 
then seeded with native grasses and a 
waterproof liner has been put in place 
to protect surrounding farmland. 

EA area manager Geoff Brighty said: 
“Not only are we pleased that our 
concrete panel work on the bank has 
improved flood protection for local 
people but the purchase of Lady Fen, 
together with the WWT’s conservation 
expertise, means wildlife will benefit for 
years to come.”

Pet dog savaged 
in vicious attack 
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A DISTRAUGHT dog own¬ 
er is demanding police 
take action after her pet 
was savaged by two out of 
control dogs. 

Cheryl Ives, 25, was walking 
her border terrier, Clyde, near 
her home in Sutton when the 
vicious animals struck at around 
5.30pm last Thursday 

The attack happened on a farm 
track near the village’s comm¬ 
unity centre when two golden 
Labradors charged through a 
hedge and over to the seven-year- 
old terrier. 

One of the dogs started biting 
Clyde around his neck while the 
other savaged his rear and legs. 

Miss Ives screamed “hyster¬ 
ically” for help and the dogs’ 
owner finally turned up. But the 
dogs - neither of which had leads 
or collars on - kept lunging at the 
docile terrier. 

Miss Ives, a veterinary nurse 
lecturer at the College of Animal 
Welfare in Godmanchester, told 
the Weekly News about the 
“petrifying” ordeal. 

She said: “The dogs were out of 
control - they had no leads or 
collars on, they were biting Clyde 
all over and their owner was 
nowhere to be seen.

“I was hysterical and was 
screaming for help, when I finally 
heard their owner shouting for 
them, but all they were interested 
in was harming Clyde. 

“The owner then came over 
and tried to pull their teeth off of 
Clyde but there was no way of 
controlling them. 

“Clyde then ran away but they 
chased him down the track and 
attacked him again - it was 
petrifying.” 

The owner eventually grabbed 
hold of his dogs and left Miss 
Ives with Clyde, who was bleed¬ 
ing heavily 

She rushed him to a vet in 
Longstanton but the terrier was 
referred to Village Vets in Milton. 

It took vets four hours to oper¬ 
ate on Clyde, who had suffered 
two major bite wounds, an ulcer 
on his eye and puncture marks to 
his whole body in the attack. 


Miss Ives - who cancelled her 
pet insurance only last month 
after making no claims in the 
seven years she has had Clyde - 
now faces a hefty £800 vets bill 
for. 

Miss Ives called the police 
about the attack the following 
day but says their response has 
been “too laid back”. 

She added: “What frightens me 
is that my dog could have quite 
easily been a child. 

“The police have acknowledged 
my call but have been far too laid 
back about dealing with it. 

“They should have been out to 
see me in order to see the dam¬ 
age. 

“Action needs to be taken on 
these dogs before something even 
more serious occurs.” 

A police spokesperson said: 
“The service that Ms Ives has 
received is completely unaccept¬ 
able. 

“We have been in touch with 
her to apologise for this error and 
have made an appointment to see 
her tomorrow. 

“We have also invited Ms Ives 
into the force control room to 
speak to staff about her exp¬ 
erience so that we can learn from 
this incident, which she has 
accepted.”

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Safety changes at power 
station where man died 


CHANGES could soon be 
made at a power station 
following the death of a 
popular family man at 
the site premises. 

Gary Darnell, 53, died 
instantly when he was 
crushed by a two-tonne 
straw bale at the Elean 
Power Station, near Ely, 
in September last year. 

The haulier, of Bar¬ 
way, is survived by his 
wife of 34 years, Yvonne, 
three children, Lee, 
Jamie and Nikki, as well 


as four grandchildren. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive has been 
investigating the inci¬ 
dent and reports are due 
to be submitted to the 
coroner, ready for Mr 
Darnell’s jury inquest in 
May. 

But the straw-fuelled 
power plant, which cont¬ 
ributes to around 10 per 
cent of the UK’s renew¬ 
able energy sources, is 
already planning its own 
alterations and has 


submitted proposals to 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Changes could include 
providing a wider turn¬ 
ing circle for lorries 
entering the site and a 
new shelter for drivers 
to retreat to when the 
bales are being unload¬ 
ed. 

The council is expect¬ 
ed to make a decision on 
the proposals by mid- 
March.

Burglary trio ‘only 
searching for hay’ 


THREE balaclava-clad 
men who tried to break 
into a rural outbuilding 
because “the temptation 
was too much” have been 
sentenced. 

Albert Smith, 31, Tom Smith, 
29, and Walter Smith, 25, all ad¬ 
mitted trespassing at Stretham- 
based landscape contractors 
Truelink with the intent to steal 
earlier this month. 

The trio, who have now app¬ 
eared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
for sentencing, visited the firm 
on the evening of January 12. 

Sally Rose, prosecuting, said: 
the three men - who were wear¬ 
ing balaclavas gloves and dark 
clothing - were caught on CCTV 

They were carrying weapons 
that looked like sledgehamm¬ 
ers and were gathered at one of 
the walls of an outbuilding 
which had been targeted 
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before. They were then spotted 
by police helicopter. 

The bench heard how the trio 
dropped some clothing as they 
fled, including a blue balaclava, 
a dark coloured hooded jumper 
and a pair of green gloves. 

But Mr Bells, mitigating, said: 
“My clients admit they went 
onto the site looking to steal but 
they were just after some hay 
for their horses. They noticed 
an unsecured wall on one of the 
outbuildings and spotted an 
iron bar on the ground outside 
so tried to get in to have a look. 

“They then realised there was 
no hay there for them and 
decided to flee.” 

The bench had previously 
heard how Albert Smith, of 
Common Road, Potton, had 
been charged with selling scrap 


lead in 2008 and stealing bales of 
hay in 2000. 

Tom Smith, a recovering 
heroin addict, currently living 
with his wife and four children 
at his mother’s, also in Common 
Road, Potton, was given an 18- 
month community order and 
supervision order earlier this 
year for a separate burglary 

Walter Smith, of Cambridge 
Road, St Neots, had no previous 
convictions. 

Having heard the details, pre¬ 
siding magistrate Dr Christine 
Shaw issued Albert Smith with 
a 12-month community sentence 
and the requirement to do 150 
hours of unpaid work. 

Tom Smith and Walter Smith 
were both given 16-week jail 
sentences suspended for the 
next two years. 

The pair were also ordered to 
complete 150 hours of unpaid 
work and were put under super¬ 
vision for the next 12 months. 


Writing’s on the wall

youth club. 

Two graffiti artists helped 
members of Young 
People Littleport aged 
between 15 and 24 
create a special display. 
Phil Malkin, who runs the 
youth club, said: “The 
two graffiti artists gave 
them a little bit of history 
about graffiti, how it has 
been misinterpreted in 
that a lot of people think 
it is just stuff you write on 
somebody else’s wall. 
“They explained graffiti 
means art and showed 
them how they can be 
constructive with it, 
rather than destructive.”

Mr Malkin said: “Some of 
them have asked if we 


can form a club and use 
airbrushes, which give 
them more control on 
the spread of the paint, 
so we are looking at 
getting funding for that.”

Driving home the point 
on so many bad habits 


Sir, Did I miss something or has the 
Highway Code been re-written while I 
wasn’t looking? 

As far as I recall, when driving a car one is 
supposed to use indicators to ‘indicate’ to 
other road users one’s intention to turn left 
or right. Unfortunately there seem to be 
rather a lot of motorists around who must 
think this does not apply to them and the 
use of indicators now seems to be a thing 
of the past. 

I have been driving for 26 years and, 
although I do not profess to be anything 
other than an average driver, I got into the 
habit of using my indicators from day one 
and now use them without even thinking - 
a bit like applying the brake or checking 
the mirrors, or breathing. 

There are a select few who seem 
confused about when they should 
indicate: ‘mirror, signal, manoeuvre’ I 
seem to recall and not, as is often the 
case, ‘manoeuvre, mirror, signal’. 

I think the problem is that too many 
motorists just do not care: they are no 
longer considerate of other road users. 
This is also borne out by the way many 
people park - up on the pavements, on 
double yellow lines, for instance, at the 
top of Forehill by the dry cleaners, over 
entrances/exits to private driveways, 
opposite other parked cars so as to 


reduce road width so much that it is 
almost impassable, on bends ... 

And then there are those for who life is 
just one big rush and for whom the speed 
limit does not apply. 

Add to that those who insist on still using 
their mobiles, not bothering with 
headlights and general bad driving and I 
can understand why my car insurance 
keeps going up. I am paying for other 
people’s bad driving habits. 

The trouble is that we pass our driving 
tests and can then, barring any major 
misdemeanours, continue to drive for the 
next 60 years or more unchecked. If we 
had a licence that was only valid for 10 
years, as with passports, then we would 
be compelled to re-sit a driving test 
regularly and hopefully drive out - no pun 
intended - these bad habits. 

After all, when you look at it all motorists 
are in charge of a lethal weapon so we 
need more regulation and then people like 
me would not feel the constant need to 
complain at every roundabout and every 
road junction. Who knows, the rate of 
accidents, injuries and deaths may even 
be reduced too.

Overheads hit market traders 


Sir, I am writing about the 
article concerning the 
Saturday market (Traders 
call for return of ‘craft only’ 
market - Weekly News, 
February 12). When the 
market was first 
introduced to Ely it was for 
the predominant purpose 
of providing a marketplace 
for local artisans and 
antiques dealers. It was 
very popular for several 
years, but in the past two 
years the numbers of 
participants has fallen 
significantly. 

There are a couple of 
reasons why artisans in 
particular have 
discontinued their 
participation. Firstly, most 
of them work full-time and 
it is very difficult to 
generate sufficient goods 
on a weekly basis to take 
a regular stall. Secondly, 
while it is possible for 


craftsmen and women to 
take a stall on a casual 
basis, they have to have 
public liability insurance, 
and this is only available 
on an annual basis costing 
over £100. These 
overheads have made the 
market unattractive and 
artisans have found other 
venues which are more 
cost effective. 

As a shopkeeper in the 
town, I have taken a lot of 
expressions of 
disappointment from 
visitors about this 
situation. Visitors have 
travelled to Ely expecting 
the same vibrant range of 
stalls as they had found 
on previous occasions. 
Instead they have found a 
few stalls but gaps are 
taken by general stalls. 

Mrs Harding’s 
predecessor at East 
Cambridgeshire District 


Council had found it was 
possible for the council to 
take on public liability 
insurance and to rent out 
stalls on a casual basis to 
artisans, which included 
the insurance. 
Unfortunately nothing has 
been done about this 
proposal so far. 

Mrs Harding was invited 
to a joint meeting of the 
Ely Traders’ Association 
and stallholders to discuss 
these issues but she was 
not able to attend. 

Retailers and traders 
would be happy to meet 
them at any time to 
discuss the ways in which 
this popular attraction can 
be reinvigorated.

Ironic decision on 
funding for bypass 


Sir, The decision by 
the East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) to deny 
funding for the Ely 
southern bypass has 
huge potential 
consequences, not 
only for Ely but for 
much of East 
Cambridgeshire. It 
seems to have 
rejected it because it 
mainly “addresses 
local transport 
issues”. This is the 
same flawed thinking 
which was used to 
justify the destruction 
of the majority of the 
rail network in the 
1960s. 

The case put forward 
by East 

Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
(ECDC) has not been 
helped by a lack of 
unity on the issue 
within the council. 
There will be a huge 
increase in rail traffic 
through Ely in the near 
future. The first 
change will be as a 
result of Network Rail 
routing more freight 
through Ely to free up 
line capacity in East 
London for the 2012 
Olympics. Then there 
is the move to 
increase container 
traffic from Felixstowe 
to the Midlands as a 
result of other 
developments on the 
line. There will also be 


pressure to increase 
the frequency of 
passenger services on 
the King’s Lynn to 
London route, 
ironically as a result of 
housing policies being 
promoted by EERA. 
The consequence of 
all this is that the A142 
will be unusable by 
HGVs. Much of the 
nation’s fresh produce 
is grown in the area 
and the A142 is a vital 
link. The only route left 
open will be via 
Wicken and Stretham 
onto the A10 to the 
great detriment to 
both these villages. 
Future employment 
prospects in Ely will 
also be affected. What 
company would want 
to locate in Ely if its 
main route to the east 
coast is blocked? This 
ensures that any extra 
population in Ely will 
be forced to commute 
to work. 

The time has come for 
the people to get 
behind the project 
with one very loud 
voice. Is it also 
possible that ECDC 
could send a clear 
message that there 
can be no more major 
housing development 
in the area until a 
bypass is in place?

The Soham Masterplan, similar to 
that of Ely’s, is now up and running 
and will help shape the town’s future 
over the next 20 years.

“The key is to identify the areas 
which will make a real difference to 
the town and we will be working hard 
to give Soham confidence.” 

Research has been carried out ready 
for a full consultation of the plans to 
take place. Just some of the ideas 
already collected include a golf course, 
swimming pool, cinema, the devel¬ 
opment of the town centre, a better 
supermarket, more employment 
opportunities, more parking, a ski 
slope, a retail park, street market, a

sixth-form added to the village college, 
train station, more hotel accommod¬ 
ation and more cycle routes. 

A vast majority of residents also 
said they liked their neighbourhood 
but were worried that the town is 
showing areas of decline. 

Cllr Beckett said in order for the 
masterplan to be a success, residents’ 
views must be at the heart of it. 

He said: “The plan is nothing if it 
has not got the backing of the people 
who live and work in the town.

COMMUNITY transport 
schemes such as Dial-a- 
Ride are set to be made 
more appealing to Ely’s 
younger generation. 

The move comes after a 
recent East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
meeting was held to dis¬ 
cuss the credit crunch. 

It highlighted the need 
to dispel the perception 
that such schemes were 
only available for the 
elderly and disabled, and 
to get younger people - 
including many struggling 
workers - on board too. 

Councillors also intend 


to give additional funding 
to the city’s Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau to make sure 
neighbouring villages and 
towns are supported. 

The council says these 
are ways that the young, 
unemployed and people 
reliant on the voluntary 
sector can be assisted 
through the crunch. 

Cllr Fred Brown, coun¬ 
cil leader, said: “Bodies 
such as the Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau play a vital 
role as a place where 
people can go to get 
independent help they can 
trust. 


“It is this guidance anc 
advice which can some 
times mean a family anc 
individual gets the access 
to benefits that rescue 
them from a dire sit 
uation. 

“We also need to look 
very closely at the comm 
unity transport schemes 
in the district. While rura 
bus services can be scarce 
there are other options: 
such as Dial-a- Ride. 

“Unfortunately it is: 
often looked upon as £ 
scheme for the elderly or 
the disabled - actually it is.

RESIDENTS are being 
warned to keep their 
chimneys clean and 
prevent soot from build¬ 
ing up in them. 

The advice comes after 
fire crews were called to a 
smouldering chimney in 
Fordham on Friday Feb¬ 
ruary 13.

walls as it can contain sap 
and glue.

C ancer survivor Sean 

McCann will pedal 2,000 
miles to raise money for 
the £1 million Teenage Cancer 
Trust (TCT) appeal - and he has 
persuaded a friend to come 
along for the tandem trip. 

The 19-year-old accountancy 
student at Cambridge-based 
chartered accountants Peters 
Elworthy & Moore (PEM) knows how 
the disease and its treatment affects 
life as a teenager. 

Sean, of Chatteris, was diagnosed 
at 18 and spent nearly three months 
on an adult ward rather than with his 
peers. Now he wants to raise funds to 
ensure others benefit from a 
dedicated TCT unit at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

He said: “It was very difficult, both 
physically and emotionally, coping 
with the disease and the radical 
treatment. On a ward full of adults I 
felt isolated and wanted to be around 
people my own age. 

“I want to support this fantastic 
appeal and give future teenage cancer 
sufferers the opportunity to be treated 
in a more suitable environment.”

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Serial burglar 
is jailed again

A SERIAL burglar 
has been sentenced 
to two-and-a-half 
years in a young off¬ 
enders’ institution 
after pleading guilty 
to his 201st and 
202nd burglaries. 

Adam Bishop-Bridges, 
20, of York Road, Sutton, 
appeared in Cambridge 
Crown Court last Friday, 
and asked Judge Jon¬ 
athan Haworth to also 
consider a further 15 
counts of theft and burg¬ 
lary along with the two 
offences to which he had 
already pleaded guilty 

Bishop-Bridges was 
arrested by police on Dec¬ 
ember 23, after being 
linked with two burg¬ 
laries in the Ely area. 

His arrest came just 
days after his release 
from detention after he 
had admitted, in January 
last year, to burgling 
more than 200 homes in

the Ely area over three 
years. 

The first of the most 
recent incidents took 
place on December 21, 
2008, and saw Bishop- 
Bridges enter a house in 
Beresford Road, Ely, 
through an unsecured 
front door in the middle 
of the night, while the 
residents were asleep in 
bed. 

He took cash, jewellery, 
the keys to a Volvo car - 
and the car itself. 

The second offence 
took place on December 
23 at a home in Col¬ 
umbine Road, Ely, while 
the resident and her two 


young children, aged 4 
and 2, were asleep up¬ 
stairs. 

Cash, keys to a Rover 
car - and the Rover - 
were taken. 

Melanie Benn, defend¬ 
ing, said Bishop-Bridges 
had suffered from a 
“difficult upbringing” 
and his offending was 
linked with drugs. 

She said: “He had got 
into drug taking and debt 
and this is how he was 
repaying that debt.” 

Sentencing Bishop- 
Bridges, Judge Haworth 
said: “In this court on 
January 2008 you were 
sentenced to 30 months’ 
detention for dwelling 
house burglaries. You 
were released for that 
sentence on licence in 
December 2008. 

“In one of the cases we 
have heard about today 
you entered a house in 
the middle of the night 
while a woman and her 
two young children were 
upstairs. It doesn’t take a 
lot to appreciate the 
distress you caused to 
her.”

Eye gouge threat 
to ‘petrified’ teen 


A RECOVERING drug 
addict threatened to gouge 
a teenager’s eyes out and 
eat them in front of him, a 
court heard. 

Lee Wiseman, of Friars Place, 
Littleport, also told the victim he 
was going to treat him like a 
“hamster in a cage”. 

The gruesome threats came 
when the 25 year old launched an 
unprovoked attack on two youths 
in the town at 8.45pm on 
September 26. 

The two teenagers, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, were 
walking along Globe Lane with 
their girlfriends when the 
incident happened. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said: “Mr Wiseman, a former 
amphetamine addict, had been 
drinking around an hour before¬ 
hand. 

“The two lads and their girl¬ 
friends were approached by a car 
and Mr Wiseman got out of the 
vehicle and came up to them 
aggressively 

“He started threatening one of 
the youths and got right in his 
face. Frightened, the teenager 
ran away 

“Mr Wiseman then turned on 
the other lad, grabbed him by the 
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throat and neck, applying 
pressure with his thumbs. 

“All the while, he was threat¬ 
ening him and the lad thought he 
was being pushed towards the 
car door. 

“The victim then told Mr Wise¬ 
man how old he was which 
caused him to release him and 
get in the car, and the girls called 
the police.” 

Wiseman, who pleaded guilty 
to common assault and assault by 
beating in September, appeared 
at Ely Magistrates Court last 
Thursday 

In a police interview, the vict¬ 
im who ran away said he was 
“petrified” by Wiseman, who 
leant over him with his fists 
clenched. 

The other teenager told police 
he feared he was going to have 
his “face ripped off” in the att¬ 
ack. 

Mrs Sassoli, who read his 
statement to the bench, said: “He 
was crushing my jaw and was 
pulling my skin back - it felt like 
I was going to have my face 
ripped off. 

“He told me he was going to 


gouge my eyes out and eat them 
in front of me and also said he 
was going to take me to his home 
and treat me like a hamster in a 
cage. 

“I think he was on drugs as he 
seemed really pumped up and I 
could smell alcohol on his breath. 

“It has certainly made me 
think twice about going out at 
night since.” 

Christina Metcalfe, mitigating, 
explained how Wiseman thought 
there was a domestic incident 
going on between the teenagers 
and their girlfriends which is 
why he asked them “what the f*** 
is going on? 

“He understands his behaviour 
could have been seen as agg¬ 
ressive and he accepts that he 
grabbed one of them around the 
neck. He did this to simply stop 
him from running away though.” 

Wiseman also pleaded guilty to 
using threatening behaviour 
towards David McDermott on the 
same evening. 

The case has been adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report on 
March 12. Wiseman will also 
appear before court on March 5 
charged with criminal damage to 
a property and arson. 

He has been released on 
conditional bail.

Death crash pair 
appeal conviction 


TWO business partners 
found guilty of killing a 
couple in a horrific 
113mph car crash could be 
freed from prison. 

Mary Butres and John 
Nichols, both directors at BM 
Partnership, a food packaging 
firm on Ely’s Lancaster Way 
Business Park, were jailed late 
last year for killing Swinstead 
couple Mark Crompton, 20, and 
Jodie Brown, 19. 

Butres, 47, was driving 
Nichols, 58, in his Jaguar XJ8 
when it hit surface water and 
skidded into the couple’s broken 
down Ford Fiesta in May 2007. 

Butres, who was said to be 
one-and-a-half times the alcohol 
drink-drive limit at the time, 
received a nine-year jail term for 
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two counts of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

Nichols, 58, was convicted of 
aiding and abetting his partner 
and received a five-year term. 

But the pair could see their 
sentences cut after it was claim¬ 
ed a juror was heard talking 
about their trial on a Notting¬ 
ham tram. 

Lawyers for Butres, of Stam¬ 
ford, Lincolnshire, and Nichols, 
of Carlby, Leicestershire, have 
lodged appeals over the convict¬ 
ions and sentences. 

A member of the public is said 
to have overheard a juror at the 
pair’s Nottingham Crown Court 
trial expressing her views about 


the case “in trenchant terms” on 
a tram journey 

Richard Kovalevsky QC, 
acting for Nichols, explained 
how despite lawyers twice 
asking the judge to discharge the 
juror, she stayed on the panel 
right up to the conviction date. 

Nichols and Butres have been 
granted permission to appeal 
against conviction and sentence, 
and Nichols has already been 
released on bail on the basis of a 
£250,000 surety 

Mr Kovalevsky told the court 
that Nichols is the “driving 
force” behind BM Partnership 
and despite trying to run the 
business from his prison cell, the 
company is suffering in his 
absence. 

The appeal is likely to be 
heard next Tuesday

IT SEEMS that to be a 
success these days you 
have to do more than just 
be successful - you have 
to make a comeback too.

Rover’s Longbridge base since it

The parts were 
shipped-in from China and the 
LE500 had the responsibility of 
bringing Britain’s favourite 
sports car brand back to the UK 
resting on its shoulders - or 
should that be its canvas hood! 

So while the country 
experienced the coldest winter 
on record for 18 years I was 
testing the Vibrant Orange

version of the exclusive sports 
car - I only hoped the heating 
was as firey as its head-turning 
colour. 

The exterior is sleek and 
sophisticated with black 16- 
inch alloys fitted as standard 
with visible red calipers 
gleaming through the 11 
spokes. The twin exhaust gives 
a hint of a lively engine. 

Inside the car is equally as 
stylish as the outside and 
surprisingly spacious for a 
two-seater. Only 500 of this 
model have been launched and 
between the seats you will find 
the unique LE500 badge with 
every one of the edition 
individually numbered. 

The cabin is compact yet 
surprisingly comfortable for a 
two-seater and the leather seats 
are supportive, especially on 
winding roads where the hard 
suspension is impossible to 
ignore. 

As you turn the hinged key 
the 1.8-litre mid-engined sports 


car gushes with energy. The 
new Variable Valve Control N 
series engine will take the car 
from 0-60 in an impressive 8.3 
seconds and gives a top speed of 
127mph. 

The sound produced by the 
robust engine is loud in the 
cabin, which is to be expected, 
but the excitement of driving 
the confident roadster more 
than makes up for it. 

MG has marketed the LE500 
as “a car for all seasons” and I 
have to admit I was dubious but 
even when the temperature in 
Cambridge was fixed below 
zero the rear-wheel drive car 
stuck to the road demanding 
my full attention. The five- 
speed manual gearbox enables 
short, precise gear changes and 
the chunky steering wheel 
gives the support needed to 
accelerate hard and enjoy 
everything the capable engine 
has to offer.
